Under a ruling by Attorney Gen.,two of their number were shot in a 
re-arrest barroom brawl.

Madison.—Plans for the remodeling 


of the Overland building, which has 
been leased to the state for office pur- 
poses for six years, will be perfected 
this week and a force of carpenters 
will be put to work at once prepar- 
ing it for the various 
departments 


which will be moved from the capitol 
before the legislature meets. 


At the present time 30 of the legis- 


lative offices and committee rooms are 
tieing used for office purposes and 
there is not a vacant room in the $7,- 
000,000 capitol. Unable to secure suf- 
ficient space in the several buildings 
which have been used by the state 
during former legislative sessions, M. 
V, Blumonfeld, superintendent of pub- 
lie property made an effort to lease 
the entire Overland building and had 
agreed on terms of the lease when the 
owners determined to sell instead. 
Forced to aqt at once he then an- 
nounced two frame barracks would be 
erected on the beautiful capitol park 
which brought forth such a protest 
from tho citizens of Madison that a 
new company was hastily formed to 
purchase the Overland building and 
lease it to the state.

Upon petition of fifteen per centum 


of the electors voting at the last pre- 
ceding election the council shall sub- 
mit the question of changing the man- 
ner of election of any city official to 
the method specified in such petition 
except as to those officials enumerated 
in section 1 of this act who are to be 
elected by the people.
